This little book, the third edition of which is now in hand, has 
been our desk and court companion as each edition was issued. 
We know of no book more valuable to a Virginia lawyer. It con- 
tains in real pocket shape all that portion of the Virginia Code which 
the lawyer needs to have right at his hand, and we have never 
failed "to go on circuit" carrying this little book along with us. The 
third edition is if anything superior to the editions previously is- 
sued and we cannot speak in words of too high commendation of 
the book itself.
